Hoxwer of being the intermediary of the 
Equitable Life Assurance society in an 
ellort to obtiiin a decision favorable to 
the cmipany in return for a $2,000 con- 
tribution to a campaign fund for the re- 
nomination of slnte officers. 


Commissioner Host sprunpr this sonsa- 


vion (luring his testimony before the spec- 
ial insurance invo.-itijjatiiij,' committee of 
the 
Wisconsin 
legislature. 
Secretary 


Houser increfised tlie sensation by strong- 
ly intimating that tlie charge is part of a. 
political plot to secure his defeat in the 
next election. 


Both Secretary Houser and Commis- 


sioner Host have been among tho inost 
prominent La Follette men of this state. 
Secrotnry Houser is miming for a third 
term. Mr. Host wn* one of the insiir- 
nneo commissioiiflrs win) recently conduct- 
ed the joint examination of eastern com- 
panies for the purpose of recommending 
uniform insurance legislation. 


HOST GIVES PROOF OF CHARGE. 
in liisVi-iilcnca Commissioner Host tes- 


tified that on June 10. 1TO3, the day in 
which the hearing in the case 
of the 


ptate of Wisconsin npainst the Equitable 
Life Assurance society for a compulsory 
distribution of the surplus of that com- 
pany to Wisconsin policy holders was to 
he held by him, Secrotnry ITcmser enter- 
ed his oflice nnd slid thnt if Mr. Host 
would render n decision in 
accordance 


with a "lip handed, by Mr. Houser to Mr. 
Host, which would have been a decision 
favorable to the Equitable company, tho 
Equitable Life Assurance society would 
five i?C.OOO toward a campaign fund for 
a ronomiiintion of the state officers in the 
next cnmi>ai<:n. 


Tl\i» slip, whfcli Secretary Houscr hand- 


ed to him. w.is presented to the commis- 
sion by Mr. Host. It reads:

ed for the ronson that a determination 
of the subject thereof requires the exer- 
cise of judicial function that eannot be | 
exorcised by the. defendant. It is further I 
announced us n rule of this department! 
that no similar proceedings be entertain- 
ed until a. final adjudication of the same 
is hud in the courts of the state." 
GIVE* DECISION' AGAINST COMPANY 


Mr. Host testified he told Mr. Houser 


thnt he would tVmk the matter over. 
His decision was against the Equitable 
Life Assurance society, which afterward 
took the case into the courts and there 
obtained a rule adverse to Mr. Host's 
order for a compulsory distribution of 
the surplus on deferred dividend policies 
at leost oi:cc in five yours. 


Commissioner Host 
further 
testified 


that Robert Luseombe, a lobbyist, who 
has for years represented eastern insur- • 
aiiec companies before various legisla- 
tures, telephoned to him three times from 
Chicago between June 10 and July 31, 
1D03, "tlie latter having been the day on 
which Mr. Host rendered his decision, nnd 
asked Mr. Host to come to Chicago, say: 
ing he thought he had an argument 
which would convince Mr. Host that the 
statute in question was not compulsory. 


Secretary of State Houser took tho 


stand in liis own defense and ndmittcil 
that he and Luseombe were friends, and 
declared that Lmeombe had handed him 
the written slip of paper which he had | 
handed to Mr. Host'aild requested that 
ho give it to the insurance commissioner. 
Mr. Houscr, however, emphatically de- 
nied that any mention was made of ;i 
campaign fund contribution at the time 
of his handing the slip of paper on which 
the Equitable decision was written to the 
insurance commissioner. 


HOUSER MAKES ADMISSION. 


Mr. Houscr admitted thnt he hud asked 


Air. Host to request contributions from 
insurance companies for a political cam- 
paign fund against Congressman Joseph 
W. Babeock in.the Third Wisconsin dis- 
trict, and said Mr. Host hml not taken 
unkindly to the suggestion, but said lie 
would think the matter over. This sug- 
gestion in regard to the Biibcock cam- 
puipn fund was, however, not made at 
lheJtim« of handing of the slip in regard 
to the Equitable decision. He declared 
h* could not identify • the slip 
offered 


in evidence, arid that he was not 
ac- 


quainted with its contents. 


Mr. Houscr charged that politics 'was 


at the bottom of the charge at this time, 
and. expressed surprise that the insur- 
ance commissioner had waited until now 
to make it when in possession of such 
damaging testimony since 1903, 


ASKED FOR COPY OF BRIEF. 


In rebuttal, after Mr. Houser's testi- 


mony, Insurance Commissioner Host de- 
clared Mr. Houscr never had approached 
him in regard to obtaining 
insurance 


campaign funds against Mr. Babeock. 
Once, Mr. Host said, some one around the 
capitol—he could not say whom—asked 
if contributions to the campaign funds 
could not be obtained from the insurance 
companies, and that he promptly had 
said he would not be a party to any such 
requests for funds. 


In addition Commissioner Host testi- 


fied that when the bill was pending last 
winter before the legislature, which had 
for its purpose the making of the five 
year distribution- of deferred dividends 
compulsory, Secretary of State Houser 
asked him for a copy of a brief which Mr. 
Host had prepared when the Equitable 
case was pending before the courts, say- 
ing that he desired the brief for Senator 
Frenr. Later, Mr. Host said, he asked 
Mr. Frear in regard to the brief, and wa« 
told that the senator had never asked 
Mr. Houscr for the brief nor had the 
brief ever been given to Mr. Frear. 


Mr. Frenr corroborated .Mr. Host to the 


extent that he had never asked 
Mr. 


Houser for the brief. 


Frank Bryant, a clerk in the office of 


the insurance commissioner, testified that 
on June 1C, 1903, he entered the office of 
Mr. Host just as Secretary Houser was 
leavintr and that Mr. Houser appeared 
much excited. Upon entering the office 
he snid Mr. Host showed him the Equita- 
ble slip introduced in evidence and told 
him of tlie offer which the secretary of 
state had made-. 


Because of the prominence of the par- 


ties politically the testimony 
of Mr. 


Host is an immense political sensation, 
us well as an insurance sensation, in this 
state.

state commerce commission resumed its 
investigation into the alleged discrimina- 
tion in the distribution of coal cars.

partment were shown to have received 
gifts of stock and money from coal com- 
panies increased the attendance.

The previous witnesses who 
had testified concerning the distribution 
of ears informed the 
commission that 


they had acted under orders from Mr. 
Trump. The latter, will be required by 
the commission to explain the telegraphic 
orders sending special assignments of 
cars to certain coal companies. This will 
bo especially so in the case of the Bcr- 
wind White company, a special order for 
500 cars daily having been received by 
Superintendent Craighton nt Altoona, for 
that company.

BOLD ATTEMPT TO ROB 


'Uncle Sam's" Treasure Box at 


'Frisco Object of Bandits. 


Guards Begin Shooting Which is Met 


With Vigorous Return Fire- 


Thirty Shots Exchanged. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 17.—A daring, 


attempt to loot the United States sub- 
treasury, located on Commercial and 
Kearney streets was foiled last night by 
soldiers from company G of the Eleventh 
infantry. The soldiers were detailed to 
guard "Uncle Sam's" treasure box and 
they claim that their lire was returned 
by the men who were attempting to loot 
the safes in the building. 


Six men from company G were detail- 


ed to guard the treasury last night, 
three men being located on either side 
of the place. At 11:30 o'clock the men 
stationed on the Commercial street side 
say they noticed a mnn attempting to 
reach the entrance to the building. He 
was ordered to halt, but instead started 
to run, whereupon a guard fired at him. 
The bullet did not take effect and two 
of the guards gave ciiase, leaving their 
one companion behind. AlmosJ immed- 
iately the soldiers on the Clay street side 
began firing nnd the one guard on Com- 
mercial street says he saw four men run 
to the windows of the upper story of the 
treasury building. 


THIRTY SHOTS EXCHANGED. 


Guard Hammond was on Commercial 


street and he says he immediately open- 
ed fire and the forms in the window re- 
plied with shots from their revolvers. 
Fully thirty shots were oxelianged in 
the fray, some of the bullets striking the 
wall of the building on the north side of 
Commercial street. Men were later seen 
to come down the stairs, but were not 
again heard of. .Attracted by the noise 
of the battle, Detective Sergeant Taylor 
headed a detail of police and commenced 
a search for the would-be looters. He 
was aided in this work by tlie national 
guards who are stationed at Portsmouth 
square. The soldiers and police carried 
lanterns nnd stopped every person whom 
they met in the district, but all were 
able to give a satisfactory account of

With the exhaustion of forests, which 


caused the development of the coal, ce- 
ment and brick resources, the time 
seems at hand for the peat development. 
The problem for. the utilization of tho 
peat is one for the mechanical engineer 
us well as the geologist. 


Just what will result from the investi- 


gations in this county cannot be stated 
at this time. But the fact that railways 
ore being built through the county and 
others are to follow, makea the peat 
development look like a reality in the fu- 
ture.

SO DECLAEES STATE 


INSURANCE OFFICIAL 


Claims That at the Time Honser Made 


Proposition He Handed Slip 


Containing the Decision 


Desired. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 17.—State 


Insurance Commissioner Host yesterday 
accused Secretary of State Walter L. 
Hoiiacr of being the intermediary of the 
Equitable Life Assurance society in an 
effort to obtain a decision favorable to 
the co'npany in return for a $2,000 con- 
tribution to a campaign fund for the re- 
nomination of state oflicers. 


Commissioner Host sprung this sensa- 


tion during his testimony before the spec- 
iul insurance investigating committee of 
the 
Wisconsin legislature. 
Secretary 


Houser increased the sensation by strong- 
ly intimating that the charge is part of a 
political plot to secure his defeat in the 
next election. 


Both Secretary Houser and Commis- 


sioner Host have been among the most 
prominent La Follette men of this state. 
Secretary Houser is running for a third 
term. 
Mr. Host wnfl one of the insur- 


jnice commissioners who recently conduct- 
ed the joint examination of eastern coin- 
panics for the purpose of recommending 
uniform insurance legislation. 


HOST GIVES PROOF OF CHARGE. 
In his evidence Commissioner Host tes- 


t-fled that on Juno 10, 100.1, the clay on 
which the hearing in the case of 
the 


state of Wisconsin nRninst the Equitable 
Life Assurance society for a compulsory 
distribution of the surplus of that com- 
pany to Wisconsin policy holders was to 
be held by him, Secretary Houser enter- 
ed his oflicc nnd said that if Mr. Host 
would render a decision in accordance 
with a '^lip bunded by Mr. Hotiser to Mr. 
Host, which would have been a decision 
favorable to the Equitable company, the 
Eniii'nblc Life Assurance- society would 
pive $2.000 toward a campaign fund for 
a rcmniiimtion of the state officers in the 
next campaign. 


This slip, which Secretary Houser hand- 


ed to him. was presented to the commis- 
sion by Mr. Host. It reads: 


'•Petition is denied and same is dismiss- 


ed for the reason that a determination 
of the subject thereof requires the oxer 
cisc of judicial function that cannot be 
exercised by the defendant. It is further 
announced ns a rule of this department 
that no similar proceedings be entertain- 
ed until a final adjudication of the same 
is- had in the courts of the state." 
GIVKS DECISION AGAINST COMPANY 


Mr. Host testified lie told Mr. Houser 


that he would think the matter over. 
His decision was against the Equitable 
Life Assurance society, which afterward 
took the case into the courts and there 
obtained a rule adverse to Mr. Host's 
order for a compulsory distribution of 
the surplus on deferred dividend policies 
at least once in five years. 


Commissioner Host further 
testified 


that Robert Luscombe, a lobbyist, who 
has for years represented eastern insur-- 
ancc companies before various legisla- 
ture;!, telephoned to him three times from 
Chicago between June 10 and July 31, 
1803, the latter having been the day on 
which Mr. Host rendered his decision, and 
asked Mr. Host to come to Chicago, say- 
ing he thought he had an argument 
which would convince Mr. Host that the 
statute in question was not compulsory. 


Secretary of State Houser took the 


stand in his own defense and admitted 
that he and Luscombe were friends, and 
declared that Lu5combe had handed him 
the written slip of paper which he had 
handed to Mr. Host'and requested that 
he give it to the insurance commissioner. 
Sir. Ilouscr, however, emphatically de- 
nied that any mention was made of a 
campaign fund contribution at the time 
of his handing tlie slip of paper on which 
the Equitable decision was written to the 
insurance commissioner. 


HOUSER MAKES ADMISSION. 


Mr. Houser admitted that he had asked 


Mr. Host to request contributions from 
insurance companies for a political cam- 
paign fund against Congressman Joseph 
W. Babcock in the Third Wisconsin dis- 
trict, and said Mr. Host had not taken 
unkindly to the suggestion, but said ho 
would think the matter over. This sug- 
gestion in regard to the Bubcock cam- 
paign fund was. however, not made at 
the"1 time of handing o! the tilip in regard 
to the Equitable decision. He declared 
he could not identify 
the slip offered 


in evidence, and that he was not ac- 
quainted with its contents. 


Mr. Houser charged that .politics 'was 


at the bottom of the charge at this time, 
and expressed surprise that the insur- 
ance commissioner had waited until now 
to make it when in possession of such 
damaging testimony since 1003. 


ASKED FOR COPY OF BRIEF. 


In rebuttal, after Mr. Houser's testi- 


mony, Insurance Commissioner Host de- 
clared Mr. Houser never had approached 
him in regard to obtaining 
insurance 


campaign funds against Mr. Babcock. 
Once, Mr. Host said, some one around the 
capitol—he could not Bay whom—asked 
if contributions to the campaign funds 
could not be obtained from the insurance 
companies, and that he promptly had 
said he would not be a party to any such 
requests for funds. 


In addition Commissioner Host testi- 


fied that when the bill was pending last 
winter before the legislature, which had 
for its purpose the making of the five 
year distribution- of deferred dividends 
compulsory, Secretary of State Houser 
asked him for a copy of a brief which Mr. 
Host had prepared when the Equitable 
ease was pending before the courts, say- 
ing that he desired the brief for Senator 
Frear. Later, Mr. Host said, he asked 
Mr. Frcar in regard to the brief, and was 
told that the senator had never asked 
Mr. Houser for the brief nor had the 
brief ever been given to Mr. Frcar. 


Mr. Frear corroborated Mr. Host to' the 


extent that he had never asked 
Mr. 


Houser for the brief. 


Frank Bryant, a clerk in the office of 


the insurance commissioner, testified that 
on June 16, 1903, he entered the office of 
Mr. Host just as Secretary Houser was 
leaving and that Mr. Houser appeared 
much excited. Upon entering the office 
he said Mr. Host showed him the Equita- 
ble slip introduced in evidence and told 
him of the offer which the secretary of 
state had madcr. 


Because of the prominence of the par- 


ties politically the testimony 
of Mr. 


Host is an immense, political sensation, 
as well as an insurance sensation, in this 
state.

OUT B? CHANDLER 


ExrSenator Tells of His Course 
,| aa Intermediary in Bate 


Bill Negotiations. 


DAY AS MISSIONARY 


FROM PRESIDENT OVER 


Says if Old;.-Imperialist Days at White 


House Were-Fnlly flovived His 


Head Would Have Been 


- Cut Off. ' 


WASHINGTON, May 1G—Senator Till- 


man today received from former Senator 
William E. Chandler a statement of bis 
course as an intermediary in negotiations 
between President Roosevelt and Sena- 
tors Tillman and Bailey on the railroad 
rate bill. The communication, bears up- 
on Senator Lodge's denial for the presi- 
dent of Mr. Chandler's statement quot- 
ing the president as saying he had lost 
confidence in Senators Foraker, Spooner 
and Knox. It was offered in the senate 
by Senator Tillman and will be printed 
in the Congressional Record. 


PRESIDENT'S LANGUAGE SEVERE. 


The fext of the statement follows: 
"My Dear Mr. Tillman: As the tele- 


phonic denial by President Rosevelt sent 
to the senate through Senator Lodge re- 
mains in the Congressional Record of 
May 12 it seems to me that I should take 
some notice of it, which I do now by re- 
affirming the essential truth of the state- 
ment I made to you and which you re- 
peated in the senate. Much as I regret 
that the hasty action of Senator Lodge 
and the president has forced an issue be- 
tween the president and myself. The ex- 
treme language he used makes such issue 
unavoidable and I cannot shrink from or 
evade it although I cannot use toward 
the chief executive of the nation lan- 
guage lika his own. Upon our respective 
statements I submit the controversy 
with confidence to the judgment of ^-hose 
who know me.

SAYS PRESIDENT ERRED. 


"For those who do not know me, 


there is, fortunately, circumstantial evi- 
dence of a high order which shows that 
the president could not have omitted to 
make in substance the statement which 
he denies. Nor could lie have then made 
the whole statement which he now sub- 
stitutes. His impulsiveness has let him 
into serious -error on a point of no im- 
portance in itself, but as only affecting 
his attack upon me. 


PRESIDEINT MISTAKEN. 


"Consider next the statement which 


the president says he thinks he made in- 
stead of the one narrated by me. Sen- 
taro Foraker, he says, was not mention- 
ed. ,1-am quite sure he is mistaken. 
Senators Knox and Spooner, he says, 
were ^mentioned, but that all that was 
said about them was, as to Senator 
Knox that the president did not agree 
with a portion of his proposed amend- 
ment, but that he thought he had made 
a strong argument for asserting affirma- 
tively the jurisdiction or authority of the 
court, and as to Senator Spooner, that 
his name was only mentioned by him to 
express a cordial approval of Senator 
Spooner's amendment. 


"A HARMLESS REPORT." 


"It should also be borne in mind that 


the report I made to Mr. Tillman of the 
president's conversation js comparatively 
harmless and inoffensive. Here it is: 


" 'He said he had been much troubled 


by the advocacy of an unlimited court 
review by some of the lawyers of the 
senate, naming Senators Knos, Spooner 
and Foraker as trying to injure or de- 
feat the bill by ingenious constitutional 
arguments, but that he had come to a 
complete disagreement with them.' 


UNABLE TO PERCEIVE REASON. 
"What is there in the above words that 


is untrue or should give grave offense to 
the senators named? 
They were tha 


great constitutional;lawyers of the sen- 
ate making ingenious, urguments against 
any limitation o'i court revew and they 
were trotiblcsomc and llcely to be trou- 
blesome in' any attemt to carry the Long- 
Moody limitation through the senate by 
the votes of 25 or more Democrats and 
20 or less Republican senators. 
What 


harm was there in the president's saying 
that lie had come to a final disagreement 
with them on the day when he had held 
a White House conference with a view to 
uniting Democrat stnd Republican forces 
in carrying a limitation of court review 
then and there agreed upon? He could 
say it in or out of their presence with- 
out giving offense to them. Nor was it 
a very strong expression to any that they 
wero trj'ing'to injure or defeat the bill 
by ingenious constitutional arguments. 
It did not mean that they were trying 
to defeat the bill if it could bo amended 
to meet their views. Mr. Knox had de- 
clared it to bo unconstitutional unless 
amended and-that:wa3 the general posi- 
tion of the opponents of limited court 
review which led the president on that 
day tol conclude it would be best to ex- 
pressly grant the jurisdiction to review, 
but to rigidly limit it to the two objects 
named. The only harm that I can see 
that has-conu! in thp whole-business was 
the abandonment of any attempt to car 
ry that limitation of. that review without 


any previous notice to Senators Tillman 
and Bailey. 


CALiS HIMSELF FORTUNATE. 


"On the whole, perhaps I ought to con- 


sider myself fortunate. If the old imper- 
ialist days had been fully revived at the 
White House one whom I considered the 
best/of friends, Senator Lodge, upon de-, 
mand, would .have cut off ray head and 
taken it to President Roosevelt on a 
charger, and I should, have spoken no 
more, l^ow at' least I have left to me 
the power of speech. .But I shall 'never 
use it again aa a missionary from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to the Democratic party.

MILWAUKEE, 'May. 16.—Miss Flor- 


ence A. White, employed as a steno- 
grapher in the medical department of the 
Northwestern Mutual .Life. Insurance 
colnpany and who resided at 93 Seven- 
teenth -street, was run-down by an auto- 
mobile occupied by six men at a few min- 
utes before 7 o'clock last evening at the 
northeast corner, of Broadway and Wis- 
consin street, and received injuries from 
which she died almost immediately. The 
machine .was owned by and was in charge 
of Benjamin F. Steinel, sporting editor 
of the Free Press.

NAVAL STATION ASSURED

WASHINGTON, May 16.—The estab- 


lishment of a naval station at Lake Bluff 
finally is assured. In spite of the earn- 
est efforts made to rid the naval appro- 
priation bill of this item Representative 
Foss of Chicago succeeded in getting it 
through yesterday with the language 
changed from that used by the naval ap- 
propriation committee preparing it. 


As finally passed the provision appro- 


priates $750,000, which cannot be ex- 
pended, however, until complete plans 
have been made and approved by the sec- 
retary of the navy for a. plant to cost 
not to exceed $2,000,000. Tho prepara- 
tion of plans must not exceed 3y3 per 
cent of the estimated cost. The secre- 
tary of the navy is authorized to appoint 
an architect to superintend the construc- 
tion at $5,000 per annum.

ago the senators had been sent tumbling 
over one another by the receipt of a few 
telegrams in opposition to the amend- 
ment. He contended that the incident 
illustrated the influence of the raihroadii 
and the bad effect of too much paternal- 
ism. 


Senators Bacon and Clay advocated 


the limitation of the inhibition against 
passes to officials of the government and 
federal judges contending that congress 
could not exercise authority over the 
granting of such favors to private indi- 
viduals. 


Senator Culberson said that his pur- 


pose in presenting the amendment had 
been to get rid of a very vexatious prac- 
tice in the southern states. 


Senator Daniel sought to have the

Junction, corner of Sixteenth atrect and 
truck* of the Chicago & NorthAVcstcrn 
railway, was wiped out by fire, involving 
a loss oi between $35,000 and $40,000, 
with an insurance of $33,600 on the 
whole plant. For a time 'the freight 
house* of the railway company, the Al- 
ahulor 
Manufacturing 
Co., train 
ot 


freight cars and other property was in 
danger, as considerable wind prevailed, 
but Fire Marshal Cape and i:is men did 
good work and saved the axle'depart- 
ment, large store house and -prevented 
the blazo spreading. Half the population 
of the city flocked to the scene and in- 
terfered more or les? with the work ol 
the firemen. The 7:20 passenger train 
was delayed thirty minutes and freight 
train from 'two and a half to three hours, 
in fact, traffic on the great North-West 
ern system was practically blockaded, on 
account of lines of hose being laid ncrosa 
the rails. 


FIRE DISCOVERED. 


John Dehle, watchman, had just made 


his round* of the factory and found ev- 
erything all right, with no signs of fire 
It was about 
6:45 o'clock. 
Suddenly 


flames shot up through the roof of the 
spring shop and he rushed into the build 
ing und found that the fire started in a 
large fan, almost in the center of the 
structure and that it had a good start. 
At once he sent in an alarm by. the Am- 
erican District Telegraph Night Watch- 
man Fire Alarm, in connection with the 
Western Union Telegraph Go., and after- 
ward u general alarm followed. The de- 
partment promptly answered and when 
Fire Marshal Cape arrived ho saw that 
the blaze was a bad one, the roof of the 
building boing a mass of flames and tiro 
shooting from the sides. A st<cond alarm 
was sent in and the entire department 
was called out to fight the conflagration. 
Hundreds of people rushed to the fire,- 
which illuminated the surrounding terri- 
tory for blocks. 


DEPARTMENT DOOMED. 


It was easy for the fire marshal to 


pee that the spring department, entirely 
of. wood, one story high, was doomed. 
The building was situated between a 
large new brick storehouse just built, fac- 
ing Sixteenth street, and the axle de- 
partment on ihe north, also extending 
boyond the storehouse on the west. The 
whole efforts of the 
department were 


centered in saving the storehouse and 
axle shops, also the freight cars on the 
North-Western railway tracks and ad- 
joining property, which was threatened. 
In connection with the spring shop was 
the engine and boiler rooms and 
they 


wero gutted. For more than an hour it 
was a hard fight for the firemen,' but 
they got the conflagration under control 
and the. large property interests of the 
Junction manufacturers were out of dan- 


axle shops will be running in a few days. 
As Boon as the insurance is adjusted it 
will bo decided upon rebuilding with a 
brick and modern plant. The insurance 
is distributed in many different compan- 
ies and it was reported that perhaps 
some of the companies might be shaky 
on account of the terrible losses in Cal- 
ifornia, but this is untrue as every one is 
solid and good for any amount of losses.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Much, 'com- 


nent has been provoked in diplomatic 
and congressional circles by. a magazine 
article written by Baron Sternburg the 
German ambassador, in which he de- 
nounces stories concerning the "German 
p&ril" in Southern Brazil and- quotes of- 
licial German statistics showing the num- 
ber of Germans who have gone to Brazil 
.nd the size of the German contingent 
now in that country. 


According to Baron Sternburg's figures 


the total number of Germans who went 
to Brazil from 1871 to 1894'was 50,719. 
In the same time the number of Ger- 
mans who came to the United States was 
2,380,792. For tho same period the num- 
ber of G-erman emigrants to all South 
American countries except Brazil was 31,- 
814. In 1904 the number of German emi- 
grants to Brazil was 355 and in no year 
between 1S9S an'd 1004 did. the number 
of Germans entering Brazil exceed 821. 
The total number of native Germans in 
Brazil at present is given by Gorman au- 
thorities at 20,000 while the number of 
German subjects in Brazil is 9,000. 


CULLOM SPEAKS FOR GERMANS. 
In commenting upon these figures Sen- 


ator Cullom of Illinois chairman senate 
committee on foreign affairs, said the am- 
bassador shows the number of Germans 
in Brazil to be insignificant and added: 


"It would not seem that there ought 


to be any cause for alarm. 
Germane 


pour into" the United States' by 
the 


thousands every year. 
We frequently 


get more on one ship than go to Brazil 
in several years and nobody here seems 
to be afraid of the G-erman population. 
The German is one of the best citizens we 
have. He makes a good American and 
everywhere in the west his thrift and in- 
dustry have done much to build up the 
country." 


NO ATTEMPT AT DIVERSION. 


Bnron Sternburg states that DC per 


cent of the emigrants from Germany nor- 
mally come to the United States, where 
they" lose their German citizenship and 
soon become identified with American in- 
stitutions.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The presi- 


dent today transmitted to congress a let- 
,ter from Secretary Taft accompanied by 
numerous appendices baaring on the con- 
troverted question of the right of" the 
isthmian canal commission to purchase 
supplies abroad if they can be secured 
cheaper than in America. The president 
in a letter to Sec. Taft says that the 
views expressed by the latter in the affir- 
mative have his full approval. 


The letter of Secretary Taft to the 


president relates to the purchase of 
dredges for use in the construction of the 
Panama canal. In this particular case, 
savs Secretary Taft, there were nine bids 
for the construction of two se» going 
suction dredges, one to be used at Colon 
and the other at La Boca on the Pacific 
side of the isthmus. The lowest two bids 


submitted by, first the Mary-land 


Steel company, of Sparrows Point, Mary- 
land, at $724,350 and the second by the 
Scotch firm of William Simmons & Co., 
of Renfrew, at 86.14,000. The Maryland 
dredges were to be delivered at Sparrows 
Point and the Scotch on the Clyde, but- 
the Scotch firm offered to deliver tliem 
at Cristobol and La Boca at an advance 
on the contract price of 317,080 for the 
first, and .$34,020 for the second. 


BOTH ARE RESPONSIBLE. 


Having in mind certain arguments ad- 


vanced by the Maryland Steel company 
in favor of their bids, the secretary says: 


"Tho result of these comments seem 


to be that there is, under any circum- 
stances, a difference in favor of the bid 
of Simmons & Co., of about eight percent 
of the total expenditure.

FIRE DISCOVERED. 


John Dehle, watchman, had just made 


his rounds of the factory and found ev- 
erything all right, with no signs of fire. 
It was about 6:45 o'clock. Suddenly 
flames shot up through the roof Qf the 
spring shop and he rushed into the build- 
ing and found that the fire started in a 
large fan, almost in the center of the 
structure and that it had a good start. 
At once he sent in an alarm by the .Am- 
erican District Telegraph Night Watch- 
man Fire Alarm, in connection with the 
Western Union Telegraph Go., and after- 
ward a general alarm followed. The de- 
partment promptly answered and when 
Fire Marshal Cape arrived he saw that 
the blaze was a bad one, the roof of the 
building being a mass of flames and fire 
shooting from the sides. A second alarm 
was sent in and the entire department 
was called out to fight the conflagration. 
Hundreds of people rushed to the fire, 
which illuminated the surrounding terri- 
tory for blocks. 
\ 


DEPARTMENT DOOMED. 


It was easy for the fire marshal to 


see that the spring department, entirely 
of wood, one story high, was doomed. 
The building was situated between a 
large new brick storehouse just built, fac- 
ing Sixteenth street, and the axle de- 
partment on the north, also extending 
beyond the storehouse on the west. The 
-whole efforts of the 
department were 


centered in saving the storehouse and 
axle shops, also the freight cars on the 
Xorth-Wcstern railway tracks and ad- 
joining property, which was threatened. 
In connection with the spring shop was 
the engine and boiler rooms and 
they 


were gutted. For more than nn hour it 
was a hard fight for the firemen, but 
they got the conflagration under control 
and the large property interests of the 
Junction manufacturers were out of dan- 
ger.

pliances ruined. Although there was con- 
siderable stock in the destroyed depart- 
ment ho did not believe it would be dam- 
aged to any extent.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Much, 'com- 


ment has been provoked in. diplomatic 
and congressional circles by a magazine 
article written by Baron Sternburg the 
German ambassador, 
in which he de- 


nounces stories concerning the "German 
peril" in Southern Brazil and quotes of- 
ficial German statistics showing the num- 
ber of Germans who have gone to Brazil 
and the size of the German contingent 
how in that country. 


According to Baron Sternburg's figures 


the total number of Germans who went 
to Brazil from 1871 to 1894 was 56,710. 
In the same time the number of Ger- 
mans who came to the United States was 
2,380,792. For the same period the num- 
ber of German emigrants to all South 
American countries except Brazil was 31,- 
814. In 1904 the number of German emi- 
grants to Brazil was 355 and in no year 
between 1898 arid 1904 did the number 
of Germans entering Brazil exceed 821 
The total number of native Germans in 
Brazil at present is given by German au- 
thorities at 20,000 while the number ol 
German subjects in Brazil is 8,000. 


CULLOM SPEAKS FOR GERMANS. 
In commenting upon these figures Sen- 


ator Cullom of Illinois chairman senate 
committee on foreign affairs, said the am- 
bassador shows the number of Germans 
in Brazil to be insignificant and added: 


"It would not seem that there oughi 


to be any cause for alarm. Germans 
pour into the United States' by 
the 


thousands every year. 
We frequently 


get more on one ship than go to Brazi 
in oeveral years and nobody here seems 
to be afraid of the German population 
The German is one of the best citizens we 
have. He makes a good American and 
everywhere in the west his thrift and in 
dustry have done much to build up 
country." 


NO ATTEMPT AT DIVERSION. 


Baron Sternburg states that 06 per 


cent of the emigrants from Germany nor 
mally come to the United States, where 
they lose their German citizenship an 
soon become identified with American in 
stitutions. He says the same ,is true o 
the small number of Germans who go t 
Southern Brazil. He denounces as untru 
reports circulated that Germany is mak 
ing every possible effort to divert emi- 
gration to South America and quotes 
figures in order to show how limited the 
activities are of the German emigration 
bureau which has been charged with be- 
ing the source of the movement to di- 
vert German emigration to Brazil and 
other parts of South America in the tem- 
perate zone in the hope of eventually 
gaining territory and perpetuating Ger- 
man commercial supremacy.

The letter of Secretary Taft to the 


president relates to the purchase of 
dredges for use in the construction of the 
Panama canal. In this particular case, 
says Secretary Taft, there were nine bids 
for the construction of two sea going 
suction dredges, one to be used at Colon 
and the other at La Boca on the Pacific 
side of the isthmns. The lowest two bids 
were submitted by, first the Maryland 
Steel company, of Sparrows Toint, Mary- 
land, at $724,350 and the second by the 
Scotch firm of William Simmons & Co., 
of Renfrew, at $654,000. The Maryland 
dredges were to be delivered at Sparrows 
Point and the Scotch on the Clyde, but 
the Scotch firm offered to deliver them 
at Cristobol and La Boca at an advance 
on the contract price of $17,980 for the 
first, and $34,020 for the second. 


BOTH ARE RESPONSIBLE. 


Having in mind certain arguments ad- 


vanced by the Maryland Steel company 
in favor of .their bids, the secretary says: 


"The result of these comments seem 


to be that there is, under any circum- 
stances, a difference in favor of the bid 
of Simmons & Co., of about eight percent 
of the total expenditure. There is no 
question of the high standing of both bid- 
ders and no doubt that if the bid of eith- 
er is accepted it will be satisfactorily 
performed. The exact question now pre- 
sented is whether, on the sole ground 
that one bidder is an American manufac- 
turing corporation and the 
other 
is 


Scotch, the isthmian canal commission 
shall pay to the Maryland company from

"In my letter of January 12, 1905, in 


which I transmitted to yon the first re- 
port of the isthmian canal commission I 
invited your attention to the general 
policy to be pursued in cases like this." 


LAW APPLIES TO U. S. ONLY. 


In the letter referred to. the secretary 


appealed to congress to specifically direct 
him whether or not he should continue 
this policy of purchasing in the cheapest 
market, but he remarks that no action 
has since been taken by congress on this 
subject. He then briefly reviews the law 
as it stands bearing on the procurement 
of supplies under government contract 
beginning with the appropriation act, of 
1877 giving preference to American -ma- 
terial which net he points out applies 
only to the United States and not to the 
isthmus. Coming down to the experience 
of the army in the Philippines the sec- 
retary shows that large amounts of meat 
have been purchased from Australia in- 
stead of from the United States because 
its cost was about one half 
of that 


brought from the Pacific coast. 


DUTY TO BUY CHEAPEST. 


"Therefore," eays the secretary, "the 


result of a consideration of general prin- 
ciples of lay and the practice of the gov- 
ernment -in the absence of specific direc- 
tion'to thc^contrary is that in the con- 
struction of the f anama canal in the ca- 
nal zone on the isthmus, whioh^is out- 
side the tariff wall surrounding tho Unit-

mus the government must take them 
over with untrained crews ;that the aux- 
iliaries cannot be easily and quickly re- 
placed ; that the costs of transportation 
to the isthmus are excessive; and that 
the dredges cannot be used in ''United 
States waters. 


Commenting on these arguments, Mr. 


Shonts, president of the commission .says 
the difference in cost of inspection would 
be trifling; that it will be easy to get 
men familiar with the dredges, and he 
attaches no importance to the matter of 
auxiliaries, and other points made. He 
says "while we would of course prefer to 
patronize American industries, until the 
congress changes the law are wo not com- 
pelled to buy in the lowest market?" 


NO RIGHT TO PAY MORE. 


Attached to the secretary's letter is 


also the correspondence referred to by 
him relative to the purchase of foreign, 
cement summarized by Joseph Bucklin 
Bishop, secretary of the commission, in 
the statement that in the case of a lot of 
20,000 barrels purchased abroad, "the 
commission would not have been justified 
in paring $7,400 more .for American ce- 
irttent than for foreign cement, particular- 
ly in view of the fact that there was no 
doubt as to the quality of the foreign ce- 
ment being fully equal to that offered by 
the lowest bidders on American cement." 


Senator Dick is quoted ag> protesting 


against this purchase and saying "to fa- 
vor foreign manufacturers with patron- 
age at the expense of business that 
should be placed with American. firms to 
the benefit of American labor and indus- 
try is not in accord with the spirit which 
it seems should dominate those in charge 
of a public enterprise under the auspices 
of the American government."

DKPICITS. 


One hears throats at intervals to pun- 


ish the publishing interests of the coun- 
try by incrciwing the postage rates on 
publications. The charge is made, and if 
the words arc used, "maliciously mane," 


• it would be justified, that postal deficits 
would be mended if the newspapers and 
magazines were compelled to put up 
more. This is grossly untruef an increase 
of tho postage rates to publishers would 
of course.increase the revenues as would 
any increase made On other matter sent 


. through tho mails, but the deficit could 


readily be made more than good provided 
the government shut down upon the ex- 


. cessive turns paid 
the 
transportation 


companies for carrying tho mails and for 
postal curs, a sum reaching a third of 
the entire receipts. Olllcial authority it- 
pclf admits tho franking privilege costs 
tho country nearly $20,000,000 per an- 
num, and but fow citizens hut are not 
ami re, of the, outrageous abuses existing 
in this privilege congress confers. It is 
not the genuine official- correspondence 
or even the correspondence of congress 
that costs all this, it is the great abuse 
permitted which authorizes any printed 
matter published in the Congressional 
Record cither spoken on the tioor in de- 
bate or with leave given to print. 


This matter fnunod into pamphlets or 


even books is permitted to go froe in the 
mails with'the result all sorts of matter

THE PRANKING ABUSE. 


Tho propostion to keep a record of the 


franking done under the law which per- 
mits tho government departments and 
members of congress and sundry officials 
of 
the 
government to pass matter 


through the mails as evidenced by their 
signature on outside of package, or de- 
partment label, was suggested by the 
postmaster general in his report. 
He 


wants all tho various departments to 
keep a record, which will bo done by tho 
postofTico officials charging up the post 
age, but this should of course include 
every piece of mail matter under anj 
frank whatever. ' 


This record would in due time disclose 


tho necessary official matter which can 
properly pass through the mail*, and the 
unnecessary franked matter which .cm 
braces tons of political documents, ii 
full or in part, ns desired by members o 
congress, t-ho only requisite for this out 
rage on the mails being that matter shal 
have cither be-on spoken of during congres 
sional proceedings or else Icnve allowcc 
to print. In political campaigns every 
political headquarters in the country o 
both nnd all parties M well supplied with 
this political matter franked in bulk, anc 
to he sent out in detail by aid of franked 
envelopes and wrappers supplied for th- 
purpose. Often entire addresses are sen 
out, nnd often matter not political, bu 
which through congressional aid has been 
secured leave to print, and this done, i 
becomes frankable matter and utterly 
regardless of its tenor nmy bo mailed fro 
by agents of any propaganda whatever 


Of course there arc Inrgc amounts o 


mailahle matter required by the man} 
jovfrnment officials seal tert'd throughou 
the country, and the legitimate govern 
iiient correspondence both nt Washing 
ton and in every town and city wlier 
government official* arc located, but stil 
outside of this, gront masses of matte 
of all sorts is sent through tho malls un 
dor franks which 'have no earthly busi 
noes being sout free. 


There are plenty of abuses, one o 


which is the outrage not only on th 
treasury but upon the post-office receipt 
as well, this being tho sending of roan} 
thousands, of dollars worth of garde 
seeds. Again some one in congress get 
nn eulogy upon some citizen or some or 
ganization, ho either then speaks it o 
has leave to print, after which additiona 
copies of tho desired article can be ol 
tuincd at about cost or a little advanc 
over at the government printing office 
or if desired at a private printing firm

• 
DKFICITS. 


One hears threats at intervals to pun- 


ish the publishing interests of the coun- 
try by increasing tho postage rates on 
publications. The charge is made, and if 
the words are used, "maliciously made," 
it would be justified, that postal deficits 
would be mended if the newspapers and 
magazines were compelled to put up 
more. This is grossly untriief an increase 
of the postage rates to publishers would 
of course'increase tiie revenues as would 
any increase niado on other matter sent 
through tho mails, but the deficit could 
readily be iruulc more than good provided 
Ihe government shut down upon the ex- 
cessive sums paid the 
transportation 


companies for carrying the mails and for 
postal curs, a sum reaching a third of 
the entire receipts. 
Official authority it- 


self admits the franking privilege costs 
the country nearly $20,000,000 per an- 
num, and but faw citizens but are not 
aware of the outrageous abuses existing 
in this privilege congress confers. It is 
not the genuine official- correspondence 
or even the correspondence of congress 
that costs all this, it in the great abuse 
permitted which authorizes any printed 
matter published in 
the Congressional 


Record either spoken on the floor in de- 
bate or with leave given to print. 


Tiiis matter framed into pamphlets or 


oven books is permitted to go free in the 
mails with'the result all sorts of matter 
is sent out to the public, fulsomo eulo- 
gies, political documents, or reform doc- 
uments urging any ism. or isms, all go. 
In political campaigns millions of print- 
ed cimihurs, pamphlets, documents, arc 
sent out perhaps first in bulk, then later 
on to individuals, franked by some par- 
tisan member, and tho government car- 
lies it all free of all charges. iVot only 
that, but all sorts of things may be 
carried in the 
mails with 
an official 


Jiank of some member and the people 
put up for it all. 


Then again it cannot be denied that 


an additional cost lately placed upon the 
postolhco is the matter of free rural de- 
livery. Not so many years ago even 
with the excessive sums paid for carry- 
ing the mails, the franking privilege in- 
cluded, the deficit was being materially 
narrowed, and had it not been for this 
rural mail free delivery, the department 
•would today be much more than self- 
sustaining. Commencing with n. cost of 
$49,9!)y in 1S07 it increased, rapidly and 
ill 1000 reached $420,4S3. Each succeed- 
ing year added millions until last year, 
or the official year ending June 30th, the 
cost of this service vus 
$20,810.044. 


There were in all 32,055 carriers employ- 
ed on the routes, which numbered 34,- 
4UO. Tlicro were delivered by these car- 
riers 1,209,790,200 pieces of mail matter 
nrjd 1,387,057,711 collected. The postage 
receipts from these route?, that is col- 
lected, were $8,421,857, 
money orders 


told 3,079,020 and stamps sold $3,348,471. 
But the free rural mail delivery has 
come to stay. With some faults, the 
greater benefits to the country are held 
to justify the expense. It could not now 
l>e withdrawn, though very likely there 
tiro more or less routes that might be 
terminated, and in future additions, care 
might be token to guard against taking 
in excessively costly territory in com- 
parison with the business done. But the 
public convenience! justifies by far the 
larger number of routes established and 
with the strict confining of all these ear- 
ners to their legitimate duties that no 
discrimination be niude as between 'dif- 
ferent lines of business, there can be no 
justified complaints. 


This deficit therefore is to continue, 


Ihough .possibly it will become narrower 
and narrower; it is not HO excessive aa 
it was, and the probabilities are it may 
disappear. But it is also denied that it 
n the rightful .privilege -of the govern- 
ment to conduct the postal service as a 
profit making instrument, und insisted 
upon very generally that it is the con- 
venience of the people to be sought. But 
there is no reason why the government, 
should not exercise business prudence'.in 
the expenditures, at least so far as1 tho 
cost of mail transportation is concern- 
ed. This is so greatly excessive as has 
been shown repeatedly, that by paying 
the transportation companies even still 
more than tiie express companies receive, 
and a. very material advance upon mte» 
charged citizens for shipping services and 
for carrying private freight cars, but by 
materially 
reducing the present rates 


charged the government for mail carry- 
ing and for postal car rentals or mile- 


age charges, the present .deficit could 
be wiped out ten times over. 


Still the whoop goes tip—charge ;the 


publishing interests mora. They .are the 
cause of the deficit, say some of/these 
people socking to ward off the applica- 
tion of the real remedy. But are they?. 
Assuredly not. 
TJje cause is as stated, 


the outrageous abuses of, the franking 
privilege and the excessive sums paid the 
transportation! companies. 
Why, the 


proper confining of the franchise privi- 
lege alone to its legitimate uses would 
much more tlian efface every cent 'of de- 
ficit and leave a clear income of over a 
.dozen millions a year, if not even more! 
If 
the government 
through 
congress 


should bring about the required reform- 
ations, not only would deficits be wiped 
out, but millions of income take its place 
and from these easily 
saved 
millions 


there would bo plenty. left to give the' 
people one^eent letter postage and etill 
leave an income..

THE FRANKING AUDSE. ' 


The propostion to keep a record of the 


franking done under the law which per- 
mits the government departments and 
members of congress and sundry officials 
of the 
government to pass matter 


through the mails as evidenced by .their 
signature on outside of package, or de- 
partment label, was suggested by the 
postmaster general in his report. ,He 
wants all the various departments to 
keep a record, which will be done by the 
postoffice officials charging up the post- 
age., but this should of course include 
every piece of mail matter under any 
frank whatever. " 


This record would in due time disclose 


the necessary official matter which can 
properly pass through the mails, and the 
unnecessary franked matter which .em- 
braces tons of political documents, in 
full or in part, ns desired by members of 
congress, the only requisite for this out- 
rage on the mails being that matter sha]! 
have cither bt-en spoken of during congres- 
sional proceedings or else leave allowed 
to print. In political campaigns every 
political headquarters ,in the country of 
both and all parties if well supplied with 
this political matter franked in bulk, and 
to be sen6 out in detail by aid of franked 
envelopes and wrappers supplied for the 
purpose. Often entire addresses are sent 
out, and often matter not political, but 
which through congressional aid has been 
secured leave,to print, and t'his done, it 
becomes frankable matter and utterly 
regardless of its tenor may be mailed free 
by agents of any propaganda whatever. 


Of course there are large amounts of 


mailablo matter required by tiie many 
government officials scattered throughout 
the country', and the legitimate govern- 
ment correspondence both at Washing- 
ton and in every town and c;ty where 
government offieinls are located, but still 
outside of this, great masses of matter 
of all sorts is sent through the mails un- 
der franks which have no earthly busi- 
ness being sent free. 


There arc plenty of abuses, 
one. of 


which is the outrage not only on the 
treasury but upon the postoffice receipts 
as well, tins being the sending of many 
thousands, of dollars worth of garden 
seeds. Again some one in congress gets 
an eulogy upon some citizen or some or- 
ganixntibn, he either then speaks it or 
has leave to print, after which additional 
copies of the desired article can be ob- 
tained at about cost or a little advance 
over at the government printing office, 
or if dnsired at a private printing firm. 
Then the propaganda agents or friends of 
some personage wanting publicity and 
laudation p;et it free of postage charges. 
The same course follows with any other 
form of desired publicity on!y the previ- 
ous 'requisite of having been either per- 
sonally spoken in congress or with leave 
to print being necessary. 


Congress can easily end all this out- 


rageous abuse of the government mails 
if it so desires. As there arc railroad re- 
bates so is there in this government re- 
bates kindly furnished all sorts of 
things, and it is not to be disputed that 
in this franking privilege so utilized, nro 
heavy government contributions to the 
treasuries of our political parties. If the 
stockholders of great corporations, were 
unauthorizedly assessed for largo politic- 
al payments to the treasury of the na- 
tional and state headquarters, equally so 
in this franking business:"are the stock- 
holders of thd nation assessed for politic- 
al and ofchcr purposes by tho government 
itself without their consent.

When the excessive sums paid 
the transportation interests for carrying 
the mails are materially reduced, when 
more judgment is exercised in estab- 
lishing free rural mail routes, political in- 
fluence being altogether too much, in evi- 
dence in this feature witlr result of many 
unnecessary routes not'-'justified by tho 
population,' and the gross abuses of the 
frnnking privilogn" terminated, the postal 
department will bo self sustnining, and 
n o t before. 
' , . . . ' 


Give the people an opportunity "to sec 


for themselves whore the real causes lay 
which congress may do if it.gives official 


recognizance of the advice and sugges- 
tions of the postmaster general. Publici- 
ty is a good thing, J>oth for the great 
trusts and corporations, as well as the 
congressional franking .trust. 


' 
BUYAN UPPERMOST. 


The Bryan policy has from Various in- 


dications. of late again assumed ascend- 
ency, over the 'Democratic party. The 
regulars, to speak of the .gold Democrats 
in that way, and who previous to the 
national convention of 1004 liad regained 
complete control in most of the states, 
have certainly gradually lost their., hold 
in many places and' the party control 
passed over to the'men of Bryan beliefs.

It is 
being conceded the land of the free and 
the-homo of the oppressed may be em- 
balmed in the poetical and sentimental 
archives of the republic, for not only 
are the alleged oppressed of the old 
world pouring in at the rate of almost a 
hundred thousand a, month, but our'now 
multitude of -treaties oblige us to return 
to foreign countries many who would 
fain find ail asylum heroj and political 
crime is practically included "so far as 
England is concerned. And then, too, a 
singular thing, some of these new comers 
granted an asylum here'no sooner domi- 
ciled than they begin their work of un- 
dermining the institutions of the country 
which has so goncrouBly admitted them, 
and pur anarchists and. socialists find 
their strength in our shop worn theory of 
a land for the oppressed. 
. 


It is discovered that education does 


not at all moan a guarantee of peaceful- 
ness and of good citizenship;: on the con- 


trary the real mischievous 
elements 


come from those pretty well educated; 
therefore, the educational test is not as 
much vaunted as it iised to be. The per- 
sonal equation seems" to be more in favor 
and this may admit ignorance, when not 
dissociated 
with^ natural 
intelligence 


and bodily vigor. Crime tainted, vicious- 
ly inclined, diseased of body, pauperized, 
anarchist and; socialist bent1 upon turn- 
ing around: our. institutions, ignorance 
combined-With- bodijy' gnarled and mis- 
_formed direction .of mind—-all these mis- 
fits_ if much more strictly enforced as 
against t-he ever increasing tides of new- 
comers might go quite 'a distance in help- 
ing tiie body politic. 


The immigration question in congress 


unfortunately has been in the past mixed 
up with partisiaii politics, and this 
should >ceaae.'. No one political party in 
these days of arranged machinery by 
Which.fraud? in the registeries is so pract- 
ical and even in the elections as to the 
count, can at all make 'any even ap- 
proaches to our. correctness in figuring 
how, these/new corners from all parts of 
Europe, Asia and other localities ,may 
vote. 
It-would rather seem that . our 


present political parties would far more 
find it to -their interests to combine in 
congress and give the country the very 
best production to be had in an enforce- 
able and effective restrictive national 
immigration law. . On these lines the Na 
tional Civic Federation might form with 
hopes of bringing about 
desirable re 


forms, for the proposed national confer- 
ence, if conducted upon broad lines and 
an absolute disregard of political con- 
siderations, might be directed, to this 
purpose of interesting the best intelli- 
gence and purpose of the country. 


ODK PEACEFUL CONQUEST. 


America is making the conquest of the 


world, but in the most peaceful v.Tay im- 
aginable. It is not through the prowess 
of our military, not through the valor 
and superior strength of our navy, not by 
making our country the free dumping 
ground 
of the nations, but 
by 
the 


superior enterprise, the superior genius, 
and the splendid cooperation of capital 
and labor arc we fast 
spreading our 


trade over an immensity of world terri 
tory. 
' That policy adopted at the very birth 
of the Republican party of protecting 
American labor> encouraged, it built up, 
and in the fullness of time developed our 
manufactures BO that in fact competi- 
tion assumed the prevalence of cheap 
products to all. Our agricultural inter- 
ests too were suitably protected and then 
too as tho years passed by the totals of 
the exportations of the soil products be- 
gan to figure in the many millions. Later 
on the exportations of our manufactured 
goods began to increase and at the same 
time, we bought less and less from other 
countries. 
This export increased until 


the total reached the magnificent sum of 
over a- million dollars a day, and such 
has 
been 
the growth of our foreign 


trade that American made goods arc now 
to be found in all the large cities of the 
old world, to say nothing of the many 
places where nothing but American made 
goods are to be had. 


Ours has been a most peaceful triumph, 


and in our nntional policy we have not 
pulled down one industry to build up an- 
other. We continue to ship food stuffs, 
mineral oils, and yet continue shipping 
our 
manufactures 
everywhere 
where 


ships can reach. All this has most nat- 
urally encountered envionsness and it 
has met with reproaches ,from those af- 
fected the most by our encroachments. 
Threats "have boon made,of reprisals, and 
even at times the opposition to our goods 
has almost reached the violent resisting 
point in more than one European city. 
But it hns 'been "noticed that where once 
the American flag of trade hns been rais- 
ed there it stays. It does not come down, 
not at all. If the protective tariff ftag 
nnnMod our country to obtain its mag- 
nificent headway, it has not in anywise 
obstructed the orderly march of all in- 
dustries alike, and the tariff, like a neces- 
sary tool, must bo cared for by friends 
and at proper intervals looked over, in- 
equalities corrected, and the essential 
principles most faithfully preserved. 


If tho good sense of the American peo- 


ple could be insured tho triumph over 
mere party intrigue, the absence of the 
working of cunning and finesse, that some 
one industry obtain no unfair advantage 
over another, we could secure even bet- 
ter results still for the highest interests 
and the best welfare for the great mass 
of the American people. This would in- 
sure upon the lines of a congressional or 
national commission, receiving statistical 
reports, and adducing facts through 
which overly protected industries would 
be properly taken care of, and growing 
industries, given'ample protection. It is 
no Chinese wall we want, neither is ex- 
actly an open door wanted, permitting 
freely and without hinderancc of any 
sort, the products of labor of all coun- 
tries competing with the much higher 
priced labor of our country. But it is 
the protecting wall of common sense, pro- 
tecting as desired and from assaults from 
without, and yet admitting freely to all 
that not competing with ourselves. 


CHINA IS AWAKKNINO- 


Tho awakening of China is in progress, 


and tho vast giant of countries shakes 
itself by degrees in its waking up process; 
at one shako it shook off a lot of con- 
cessions granted to foreigners, but which 
the country desired to cancel. Papan is 
doing a good deal of tho awakening, and 
its skilled citizens are scattered all over 
China teaching the- slow celestials much 
of what they have been hitherto ignorant 
of. The largo trade of China,-very small 
however as compared with other nations, 
Japan is preparing to get the most of, 
ivhilo Knglandj Germany mid other coun- 
tries wlho havo by various processes sec- 
ured concessions of land on its sea shores, 
are considering in just what manner they 
will best resist the coming appearance of 
powerful Japan iu the affairs of the Chi- 


nese empire. 
Our own country is not 


concerned otherwise .than in trying to 
keep the trade doors open to our com- 
merce aad |we have no concessions to 
bother about. 


But what particularly concerns the na- 


tions of Europe is the prospect of in a 
very few years time seeing a vast, form- 
idable and effectively trained army of 
fighting Chinese; for it has not yet been 
shown the Chinese can not fight very 
well when tinder discipline and Handled 
by foreign officers. At'one time England 
encouraged this 'idea, but it is .not at 
present. Russia, the spectre ever present 
hanging over the borderlands of India, 
and not so long ago but before Jap'an 
had crushed the life, out of iit, badly 
threatened the-partitionment of China, 
but England has nothing just now to say 
nor will it have for the next couple of 
generations. 
Then .there is Germany 


viewing with jealous'eyes every advance- 
ment of England in securing Chinese 
trade, Japan boldly and without conceal- 
ment teaching the Chinamen of various" 
things of importance, not the least of 
Which, is the art of- war and of defense, 
so that the prospective spectacle of sev- 
eral hundred thousand well armed and 
disciplined Chinese and under Japan dis- 
cipline as well, is not particularly cheer- 
ful. ' 


It seems positively certain that Japan 


has stationed herself along side of Chins, 
and in'its forcible seizure of Corea, does 
not antagonize China beca,use it had lost 
Corea really long before. 
One of its 


plans is coaching of the Chinese to more 
advanced processes of doing tilings and 
one of these is asserted which can be be- 
lieved, to be the formation of a very 
large standing army in China, which will 
be well drilled and armed with modern 
weapons. There will be no more talk of 
partitioning of China and there will be 
no more slices of shore territory added 
to that already taken in the past. 


The part of the United States will be 


that of minding our own business and 
limited only to retaining a measurable 
open door, which is very probable we may 
be able to secure. But in any case it is 
positive every European country as well 
as o.ur own fully recognizes an equal in 
Japan as a fighter. 


T.ONG SERVICE AND PRESTIGE. 


There is no disguising the fact that 


the people of Racine have been woefully 
disappointed in Congressman Cooper's 
failure to land the naval station for this 
city. By every consideration, 
Racine 


was entitled to the naval school. We 
had the location, the price asked for the 
land was cheap; every point v.-as in fav- 
or of Racine. All we needed was the 
right kind of manipulation in congress 
to get it, and that is where Bacine fell 
down. 


For a good many years the people 


have been somehow or other led to be- 
lieve that the longer a man is kept in 
congress the greater his prestige. 
Four- 


teen years ought to be long enough to 
acquire prestige sufficient to get the in- 
fluential men in congress to listen to a 
man, especially when he has things vir- 
tually his own way as did Mr. Cooper in 
this naval station matter. The Racine 
congressman did got in a few words of 
protest after the matter was all cooked 
and dried, but fourteen years ought to 
have entitled Cooper to have had a look- 
in, while the cooking was in process. 


No matter the tale that may be told 


us, the fact remains "that Racine was 
badly thrown. But then fourteen years 
is after all that a brief period of time, 
only we have all been mistaken about 
the matter of prestige. 


NKEDJ»'T GO WHOLE BOITTE. 


Socialism is another exhibition of go- 


ing ns it is culled, the'whole hog. It is 
possible in localities it may be practic- 
able if not pood policy to conduct works 
of public utility, purely such in the sense 
of the word. This may mean natural 
monopolies, water works, electric and gas 
lighting, telegraphs and telephones, and 
traction lines. It doe's not mean the con- 
ducting of a swarm of enterprises as are 
being now conducted by some European 
communities. This sort of public works 
does not mean the conducting by municip- 
alities with business enterprises which 
have no monopolies such as public fran- 
chises to sustain them and prevent com- 
petition. 


But sijch is the nature of the animal, 


ns it were, all are being confounded and 
public ownership mixed up with the 
rankest sort of socialism. For this rea- 
son public sentiment is not making 
strides towards communities conducting 
public enterprises, and another reason, 
that our political systems as regards loc- 
al matters, are not the most conducive 
in the world to effective and honest man- 
agement. 
' 


These are strenuous days in the senate 


with charges and counter charges flying 
about, some of them hitting the chief ex- 
ecutive of the nation. The president evi- 
dently knew when he heard that Senator 
Tillman was in charge of the rate bill 
that fur would fly and mighty lively at 
that. Bailey is a good second to the ag- 
gressive South Carolinian, who is not 
only, a gre»t user of invectives-, but is 
also very vituperative at 
times. Bo- 


tweeii the Democrats of the south,.who 
like a chanoe to. lampoon the adminis- 
tration, and the Republican opponents 
of anything in the rate legislation lino 
that approximates ne«ded reform, tho.ro 
will bo something doing every minuto 
until the curtain closos down over tho 
last act of this great dTuna. 


It may havo been givon out as a desire 


to soften the rather hostile. attit'ado of 
the great public towards the automobil- 
ing part of the population the informa- 
tion that automobiles as a strict matter 
of fact do not mangle and kill as repre- 
sented, and that really only fifteen per 
:cnt of these road motor vehicles run 
over are killed. This means only prno- 


tically one person in every seven, to giv*e 
the benefit of the fraction, meets with 
death if: struck by an auto. Perhaps 
there were people 'who really believed 
the proportion was larger, and that a 
general relief will be felt in this an- 
nouncement is quite certain. 


Notwithstanding the-many fears that 


race suicide is becoming altogether too 
prevalent in this country, the faihire of 
a Massachusetts insurance society which 
paid a certain amount to the mother at 
the birth of a child, is pretty good evi- 
dence that the Bay state,' at least, is 
keeping the president good natured by its 
constant arrivals of the stork. 


The speaker who recently, attacked the 


financial methods of the Salvation array 
may have had evidence to back up his 
assertions, but the majority of people 
will not believe there is the least bit of 
crooked, work, although possibly the fi- 
nancial operations may not»be j'ust like 
those of a large corporation. 


It is said that Alexander Berkmann, 


Frick's assailant of some fourteen years 
ago, has decided that violent means will 
not win in the effort to ameliorate the 
condition of his fellow man. 
Possibly 


some others who advocate the use of the 
dagger or bomb might feel the same way 
after an equal period of incarceration. 


The 
Chicago 
Traders' association, 


whose wealthy directors have evidently 
heard some caustic; criticisms of their 
conduct in letting the company go into 
liquidation will pay dollar for dollar and 
resume business. Quite right after big 
dividends have been paid the stockhold- 
ers year, after year. 


Amnesty for certain.prisoners in Rus- 


sia who have been imprisoned because 
they had. views of their own, not inimi- 
cal to the lives of their fellow men, or 
those above them, may be all right, but 
when it comes to liberating a lot of cut 
throats upon the community it is a horse 
of another color. 


Some people who live unnoticed among 


the general mass believe in attracting 
attention when they die, and the in- 
stance where a jilted lover 
attempted 


suicide in his sweetheart's presence in a 
crowded bank shows how much the idea 
of notoriety appeals to some people. 


We are informed that over 3,000 laws 


have been enacted during this session- of 
congress. It would seem that the coun- 
try could get along with' what statutes 
it has on the books now, but probably a 
few needed laws have been passed.

The brutal outrage on 
Mrs. Edwards in the shadow of a church 
last Friday shows that even, in the most 
respectable districts _it is not safe for 
women to be on the streets alone after 
nightfall. 


Therefore Chicago, at its wit's end and 


despairing 
of the regular 
authorities, 


grasps feebly at the straw of a vigilance 
committee. A nice predicament for the 
"I Will" city I 


A vigilance committee is the crude, 


makeshift expedient of 
primitive com- 


munities for enforcing the principle of 
law and order. The justification for it 
is substantially the same as for lynch 
law where there is no other law or no 
regular machinery of justice. 


But what a sorry confession of break- 


down and bungling in civic effort is this 
call for a vigilance committee iu a great, 
wealthy and long established American 
community! 


Complaint and denunciation reigned at 


the mass meeting; but there were some 
attempts to diagnose the trouble. Nat- 
urally the vials of -wrath were emptied 
mainly on tiie head of Mayor Dunne; and 
things were said about the "immediate" 
municipal ownership bubble blower that 
were almost unfit to print. 


"It makes mo sick," declared 
one 


speaker, 
who had cast his vote for 


Dunne and the millennium and been in 
sackcloth and ashes ever since, "to read 
about such a wishy-washy, weak-kneed, 
insipid imbecile as that man is!" 


Anj)lau»e greeted the sentiment. And 


it is such a short time ago that the oust- 
ing of Harrison by Dunne was hailed 
with hosaunas as the dawn of an era of 
reform and civic righteousness. 


As a diagnosis of Chicago's crime rid- 


den condition, orffe orator, in a lucid in- 
terval of reflection, offered the following: 
"The trouble is that someone is sitting 
.on Chief Collins. If he could cut loose 
from the mayor and from politicians and 
other thugs he could clear up the city in 
six weeks." 


Perhaps ho could. But it does not in- 


spire confidence in Chief Collins us a 
cleaner up to learn that he allows the 
mayor or any one else to "sit oh" him in 
reapect of the running of his own depart- 
ment, and to hold him down while thugs, 
blacklegs and violators of women are 
overrunning his bailiwick and forcing cit- 
izens to resort to a vigilance committee.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 16—The opin- 


ion is quite general today that parlia-

contains a number oE poiats upon which' 
the supporters of the government say it 
is impossible for the emperor to yield. 
The Novoc Yreinya regards the reply as 
a purely revolutionary document "such 
88 might appear as a leading article in a 
Social Democratic newspaper." 


On the other hand the constitutional 


Democratic leaders while boldly assert- 
ing that the reply is intended to make 
clear to the emperor that the country 
will be satisfied with nothing less than a 
constitutional monarchy on a Democratic 
basis, nevertheless insist that it is not au 
ultimatum. They consider tho reply to 
be- excesdingly temperate in tone and 
say it required all their ability to pre- 
vent the introduction of more radical 
expressions. There is every indication 
that the emperor and Premier Goremy- 
kin's cabinet desire to avoid a conflict 
and that by a compromise on the ques- 
tion of amnesty they will seek to gain 
time. It can be asserted on high au- 
thority that partinl amnesty will be pro- 
claimed May 1!), the emperor's birthday. 


POLKS AMOXG RADICALS. 


The constitutional Democrats in addi- 


tion to being much concerned over the 
increasing radicalism developing iti their 
ranks find that the Poles are inclined to 
cauM trouble. The latter at a meeting 
held last night adopted a resolution in 
favor ot the "historic position of Poland 
anl the international guarantees." The 
constitutional Democrats fear that this 
may raise the spectre of a revival of the 
kingdom of Poland and tend to weaken 
the constitutional 
Democrats 
in 
the 


country where undoubtedly the predom- 
inant feeling i.s in favor of the preserva- 
tion of the integrity of tlie empire. Tho 
group of peasants which supported the 
motion to postpone taking action on the 
address yesterday based their position 
on tlie alleged fear that it meant the 
separation of Poland. 


When parliament reassembled at II 


o'clock this morning, the impression pre- 
vailed that the day would witness stir- 
ring scenes. Premier Goremykiu and tho 
entire cabinet were seated on the minis- 
terial bcnuhes and it was understood that 
the preaiier intended to outline the views 
of the government in regard to the reply 
to the speech from the throne. 


A FLOOD OF ELOQUENCE. 


The excited 
frame 
of mind of the 


members of parliament was evidenced by 
the long list ot" speakers submitted even 
before President Mourintsell' hud called 
the house to order. This was not so 
much due to Kussian love of talk as to 
the fact that every member- seemed to 
feel himself charged with a message from 
his constituents which he must deliver. 1 


The speeches of the peasants were de- 


livered in the simple language of tho vil- j 
lages 
which was more easily compre- 


hended than the utterances of the city 
members who were inclined to indulge in 
high flown eloquence and hyperbole, air- 
ing their erudition in the use of foreign 
phrases and dialect, which the little Rus- 
sians, members of the Baltic provinces 
and Pole* sometimes found it difficult to 
understand. The leadersliip, in parlia- 
ment is being rapidly assumed by the 
Tver group of members whoso ability 
thus far has stood out in relief. The 
contingent from the Volga provinces is 
showing tlio greatest radicalism. None 
of the members from the Caucasus or Si- 
beria him spoken up to the present time, 
but it is noticeable that they applaud 
the most radical utterances. Although 
the Mussulmans took their place on the 
right, the majority are acting with the 
constitutional Democrats and the Poles. 
Most of them wear picturesque national 
costumes, long coats of brown or blue, 
trimmed with red and belts with tassels. 
Tho members from the Baltic provinces 
also wear their national 
oo.stnme of 


white. These latter are radical to a man. 
More thiin half the village priests are 
enthusiastic members of the opposition. 


FEW COUNSEL MODERATION. 


1'rom the very outset today words in 


favor of moderation wore few and far 
between. 


Scminoff, a social revolutionists from 


, SnratofT, was the iirst speaker. Amid 


wild applause he declared that the reply 
to the speech from the throne was too 
weak. Parliament, he said, was evi- 
dently content with Ics.s than the poo-' 
pie. 


To cries of "Komlia i ivolia1' (land and 


freedom) SeminofV announced ilmt the 
people who liad sent him to parliament 
did not want land without liberty. The 
peasants were so revolutionary "that on- 


ly a spark was required to kindle a con 
llagration, and anarchy and destruction 
were certain if the demands of the peas 
ants were not satisfied immediately." 


Zabilotny, of 'Podolsk province, a law- 


yer elected by the peasants, spoke pas 
sionatoly in favor of the abolition of the 
death penalty, saying that the country 
already had too many catacombs. The 
daily carnival of horrors must coase. 


.CHEERS GREET REMARKS. 


Shchepkin of Odessa, addressing the lit- 


tin group on the right, declared that if 
they regarded every association as ille- 
gal and every meeting as a riot and fav- 
ored building new prisons and colonizing 
Siberia, the sympathizers with the politi- 
cal prisoners must work out their own 
reply. "Who can claim," Shchepkin con- 
tinued, "that it is illegal "to strike 
against a government which for-genera- 
tions hns struck against every duty it 
owed, the 
people?" The remark 
\va: 


greeted with cheers. 


Boheircfl? of Snmtoff, declared that he 


and others of the Volga delegation hud 
been overwhelmed with letters and tele- 
grams telling of new repressions.

tween Italians and negroes broke out in 
the- brick yards at Coeymans, 12 miles 
south of here today. 
Sheriff Pitts and 


deputies, and Lieut. Col. Davis, of tho 
Tenth regiment, went to Coeymans- and 
the commanding officers 
of 
the local 


militia companies have, been instructed 
to be in readiness for orders. One negro 
has been brought to the Albany hospital 
with a bullet in his side. The trouble 
grew out of the importation of southern 
negroes to take the place of striking 
Italians. 


Shortly after the noon hour Sheriff 


Pitts requested that the local militia be 
sent to Coeymans and arrangements 
were at once made to have the four com- 
panies of tho Tenth regiment located 
here forwarded to the scene of trouble. 


For fifteen minutes the leaders argued 


with Mr. Sudderly. While the noisy de- 
bate was at its height some one discharg- 
ed a pistol and -in a moment the air was 
filled with flying bullets and missiles of 
every description. Tlie nonunion men in 
the Sudderly yards, rushed to their em- 
ployers assistance and for nearly ten min- 
utes a pitched battle ensued. Fred"South- 
ard, an engineer in the employ of the 
company wa's shot in the groin. Several 
Italians and negroes were hit ,by ftying 
bullets but their wounds are not serious. 


The outbreak began taday When some 


of the strikers, it is alleged, visited the 
cornpnn)' buildings where the nonunion 
men are housed and warned them that 
if they attempted to work today there 
would be trouble. 'Later about 150 strik- 
ers marched toward the half dozen brick 
yards and with one exception they were 
successful in having the nonunion men 
quit work. Throats and persuasion had 
the desired effect until tho marching 
strikers reached the yard of the Sutton 
& Sudderly Brick company where they 
were met by President Sudderly who 
warned them that lie intended to protect 
his property and his workmen at every 
risk. .

"railroad senators" at n time when vic- 
tory for tiiu friends of rate legislation 
was at hand. 


The reply is in the form of a letter to 


Senator Allison of Iowa, accompanied by 
a carefully prepared statement from At- 
torney Gccnral Moody. 


MOODY DEFENDS ROOSEVELT. 
The latter gives his version of the con- 


ference u-ith Senators Tillman and Bailey 
in an entirely different light than so sen- 
sationally portrayed by Mr. Tillman and 
the Democratic leader, Mr. Bailey, and 
strikes at the heart of the charges by 
saying: 


"There was nothing in the conversation 


between the senators (Tillinun and Bai- 
ley) and me which in any way bound 
you (the president) to any particular 
amendment, or in th? slightest degree 
impaired your liberty at any time to ac- 
(juicsco to any amendment which you 
should deum expedient and in the public 
interest." 


DID NOT SEND FOR TILLMAN. 


The president denies that the confer- 


ences with Senator Tillman were on his 
initiative. 


"I was asked to see ex-Senator Chand-

FARMERS TO HOLD CONVENTION 


Will Meet In Chloairo to Talfe Over Aids In 


<3nttlnc JBetter Prloew. 


Says the Kenoahu. News: The Ameri- 


jw Society of Equity, an organization 
omposcd of farmers in Indiana,; Illinois, 
hio, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
other 


tnt'es of the northwest, has called a eon- 
ention to meet in the Great Northern 
otol in Chicago on June 12 and 13, at 
^hich time another organization, to be 
nown as the1 marketing association, will 
e formed. It is to be composed of farm- 
rs and its object is to market all kinds 
f perishable vegetables nnd fruits and 
ko butter, eggs, poultry and all kinds 
f dairy products. 
It is proposed to control the supply 


f all products till-thc markets are ready 
or it and in'this way bring to the pro.- 
ucers all the benefits that are derived 
y others from storing vegetables, fruits, 
ggs and the like at a time of plenty and 
ow prices for a time of scarcity and high 
rices. It ia distinctly stated that the 
new organization is not to be a trust, 
jut it is proposed to eliminate the indi- 
vidual as a marketer of his products and 
market them through the association 
hough they may reach the consumer ul- 
imately through the same channels as 
low. Speaking of the-object of the new 
rgnnizations, the president of the Ameri- 
can Society of Equity says: 


One of the results of the new system 


>f marketing will be greater uniformity 
jf prices and an increased consumption 
of all products comprised in the class 
ivcr which this proposed nssociation will 
mvc control. 


"For instance, the 
producers 
thcm- 


elvos or their association will control the 
supply until the demand is ready for it. 
Then'thcre will be no 10-eoht eggs in the 
summer and 50 certs in the winter. But 
only enough eggs will be marketed dur- 
ng' the harvest season to supply the dc- 
nand at fair prices, say IS or 20 cents. 
The balance will go into storage for the 
producers' account, or 
in storehouses 


nvned by the producers, and will come 
on the market in .the winter at about 
„„ cents a dozen. The uniform and mod- 
crate prices will induce much larger con- 
sumption. 


"With apples it will be similar. Tho 


time when growers get S.I a barrel in 
the foil and consumers pay SO in the 
winter will be past. But the price will 
be\ equitable, according to the crop, over 
the whole consuming season."

WHOLE HERD TO BE KILLED 


Tuboronlouls In Herd of Cows Owned by 


Kx-ConeriNWman Stophemon. 


Says the Kenosha News: In order to 


aid the officers of the slates in their effort 
to stamp out the 
tuberculous disease 


imong the cattle of the state former Con- 
"rcssman Isaac- Stephenson has turned 
iiis famous Kenosha county herd over to 
the state veterinary with 
instructions 


that every animal in the herd found af- 
fected with the disease be slaughtered at 


ice. 
State Veterinarian E. D. Roberts, of 


Madison, came to Kenosha Wednesday 
afternoon and appeared before Justice 
McCarron and asked for the appointment 
of a board of appraisers to determine the 
value of the cattle to be taken by tho 
ftatc. 
The board will be appointed to- 


morrow. This morning Veterinarian Rob- 
erts an j nn army of assistants went to 
the Stephc-nson farm to begin the work 
of testing the cattle. The cattle have 
already been tested by James Torrey, 
the manager of the big farm and he is 
satisfied that many of the animals have 
tuberculosis. No number is stated in the 
request for the appointment of apprais- 
ers, but it is said that about 75 animals 
are affected with the disease and Mr. 
Stephenson will insist that every one of 
these animals bo taken by the state and 
killed. 
' 


The sacrifice made by Mr. Stephenson 


is a great one as many of tho cattle are 
very valuable. Only a few days ago the 
manager of the, farm refused to accept 
$200 for one of the cows which is to be 
tested by the state officials. In accord- 
ance with the state law the value of the 
cattle is to be determined by the board of 
appraisers but it is understood that in 
no case shall the state pay more than 
$33 for any one animal. There is scarce- 
ly an animal on the Stephenson farm that 
is not worth, many times the amount set 
bv the state. 


STEW YORK, May 17—The Standard 


Oil company, throxigh its new publicity 
bureau, has issued a statement in reply 
to the indictments brought againat the 
trust by Commissioner 
Garficld. The 


statement is addressed to the stockhold- 
ers, and goes at length into the various 
charges made by Gorfleld. In conclusion 
the statement says: 


"After an investigation of shipments 


during a period of about fifteen years, 
over more than 200,000 miles of railway, 
the commissioner is not able to show 
that the Standard Oil company received* 
a single rebate on its interstate ship- 
ments. He has only been able to call at- 
tention to a few instances in which the 
rata situation in his opinion required ex- 
planation. This explanation \vas freely 
given, and we believed would be satisfac- 
tory to any man familiar with the trans- 
portation problems. 


. UNFAIR, SAYS THE TRUST. 
"If the commissioner had any doubts 


as to the regularity of these rates, he 
might have brought them to the atten- 
tion of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, when the questions at issue could 
have beeu heard and determined. In the 
absence of such determination it is sure- 
ly not within the limits of fairness for 
the bureau of corporations to cast re- 
flections upon a. great corporation. 


DENIES BEING MONOPOLY. 


"The company owns and controls only 


a moderate percentage of the crude oil 
production of the United States and with 
at least 125 rival refineries in existence, 
it is an absurdity to call it a monopoly. 
For the last quarter of a century more 
than 60 per cent of its output, has been 
shipped to foreign countries.

rebuilt they will bo broke.

the throne is adopted by the lower hous 
of parliament the leaders of the Const: 
tutional Democrats will introduce a bi 
providing for the establishment of civi 
liberties and demand its immediate con 
sidcration. 


TOO MUCH TALK. 


, The debate on tho reply to the speec 
from tho throne was resumed when par 
Hament met today. Some of the mem 
bers are already showing signs of impa 
tience as a result of the endless stretm 
of talk. Paragraphs demanding tho re- 
moval' of martial and other exceptional 
laws and the abolition of the council of 
the empire were passed without amend- 
ment. 


Count -Hyden, a prominent member of 


the right, took the first occasion today 
to declare that the right did not oppose 
in principle the substance 6f the reply 
to the speech from the throne, although 
it regarded some of tho paragraphs as 
unfortunate and unnecessarily offensive 
to the emperor.

Will Meet In Chioaeo toTalt Over Aids In 


(i^ttinc Better Prices. 


Says the Kenoslia News.: The Ameri- 


can Society of Equity, an organization 
composed of farmers in Indiana^ Illinois, 
Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin and other 
stat'es of the northwest, has called a con- 
vention to meet in the Great Northern 
hotel in Chicago on June 12 and 13, at 
which time another organization, to be 
known as the' marketing association, will 
be formed. It is to be composed of farm- 
ers.and its object is to market all kinds 
of perishable vegetables and fruits and 
ako butter, eggs, poultry and all kinds 
of dairy products. 


It is proposed to control the supply 


of ^all products till'the markets are ready 
for it and in 'this way bring to the pro- 
ducers all the benefits that are derived 
by others from storing vegetables, fruits, 
eggs and the like at a time of plenty and 
low prices for a time of scarcity and high 
prices. It is distinctly stated that the 
new organization is- not to be a trust, 
but it is proposed to eliminate the indi- 
vidual as a marketer of his products and 
market them through the association 
though they may reach the consumer ul- 
timately through the same channels as 
now. 
Speaking of the-objeet of the new 


organizations, the president of the Ameri- 
can Society of Equity says: 
' - 


One of the results of the new system 


of marketing will be greater uniformity 
of prices and an increased consumption 
of all products comprised in the class 
over which this proposed association will 
have control. 


"For instance, the 
producers them- 


selves or their association will control the 
supply until the demand is ready for it. 
Then there will be no 10-ceiit eggs in the 
summer and 50 cents in the winter. But 
only .enough eggs will be marketed dur- 
ing the harvest season to supply the de- 
mand at fair prices, say 18 or 20 cents. 
The balance will go into storage for the 
producers' account, or in storehouses 
owned by the producers, and will come 
on the market in the winter at about 
25 cents a dozen. The uniform and mod- 
erate prides will induce much larger con- 
sumption. 


"With apples it will be similar. The 


time when growers get $1 a barrel in 
the fall and consumers pay $0 in the 
winter will be past. But the price will 
be\ equitable, according to the crop, over 
the whole consuming season."

Says the Kenosha News: In order to 


aid the officers of the state in their effort 
to stamp out the tuberculous disease 
among the cattle of the state former Con- 
gressman Isaac Stephenson has,-turned 
his famous Kenosha county herd over to 
the state veterinary with, instructions 
that every animal in the herd -found af- 
fected with the disease be slaughtered at 
once. 


State Veterinarian E. D. Roberts, of 


Madison, came to Kenosha Wednesday 
afternoon and appeared before Justice 
McCarron and asked for the appointment 
of a board of appraisers to determine the 
value o5 the cattle to be taken by the 
state. The board will be appointed to- 
morrow. This morning Veterinarian Rob- 
erts anc! an army of assistants went to 
the Stephc-nson farm to begin the work 
Of testing the cattle. The cattle have 
already been tested by James Torrey, 
the manager 'of the big farm and he is 
satisfied that many of the animals have 
tuberculosis. No number is stated in the 
request for the appointment of apprais- 
ers, but it is said that about 75 animals 
are affected with the disease and Mr. 
Stephenson will insist that every one of 
these animals be taken by the state and 
killed. 
» 


The sacrifice made by Mr, Stephenson 


is a great one as many of the cattle are 
very valuable. Only a few days ago the 
manager of tho farm refused to accept 
$200 for one of the cows which is to be 
tested by the state officials. In accord- 
ance with the state law the value of the 
cattle is to be determined by the board of 
appraisers but it is understood that in 
no case ohall the state pay more than 
$33 for any one animal. There is scarce- 
ly an animal on the Stephenson farm that 
is not worth many times the amount set 
by the state. 


CALLED HUMILIATING FAILURE 


Illinois State Official Excoriates Deneeu'a 


Primary Bill. 


SPKINGJTELD, HI., May 17.—After a 


sensational speech by Lieut. Gov. Sher- 
man, ..the-special session of the Illinois 
legislature, which was called by Gov. 
Deneen to enact a new primary election 
law resulted yesterday in the adoption 
of a bill framed by Speaker E. D. Shnrt- 
leff. The measure had a close call, re- 
ceiving only a bare majority 
in the 


house,. It is expected that Gov. Deneen 
will sign the bill making it a law July 1. 


The pasage of the bill is considered a 


victory for Gov. Deneen as an effort was 
made to bring about a final adjournment 
without the enactment of any sort of a 
primary law.'.Lieut. Gov. Sherman's 
speeeli was mode after he had announced 
the vote in the senate, He denounced 
the bill as a humiliating failure, saying: 


"There is not one line in it yoxi may 


point to and say "that it gives the people 
a right to say whom they shall nominate. 
It puts a premium on gerrymandering 
and future deadlocks in conventions. .It 
portrays great and painful motion with- 
out one inch of progress. It seems to 
ine that it was conceived in a refrigera- 
tor and born in a frofrt." 


The Standard Oil Company declared a 


dividend of $0 a share for the quarter 
comparing with $9 last year, $8 in 1004 
and $7 in 1903. The last dividend, March, 
was $15.

NEW YORK, May 17.—The Standard 


Oil company, through its new publicity 
bureau, has issued a statement in reply 
to the indictments brought against the 
trust by Commissioner 
Garfield. The 


statement is addressed to the stockholdt 
ers, and goes at length into the various 
charges made by Garfield. In conclusion 
the statement says: 


"After an investigation of shipments 


during a period of about fifteen years, 
'over more than 200,000 miles of railway, 
the- commissioner is not able to show 
that the Standard Oil company received- 
a single rebate on its interstate ship- 
ments. He has only been able to call at- 
tention to a few instances in which the 
rate situation in his opinion required ex- 
planation. This explanation \vas freely 
given, and we believed would be satisfac- 
tory to any man familiar with the trans- 
portation problems. 


. UNFAIR, SAYS THE TRUST. 
"If the commissioner had any doubts 


as to the regularity of these rates, he 
might have brought them to the atten- 
tion of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, when the questions at issuo could 
have been heard and determined. In the 
absence of such determination it is sure- 
ly not within the limits of fairness for 
the bureau of corporations to cast re- 
flections upon a great corporation. 


DENIES BEING MONOPOLY. 


"The company owns and controls only 


a moderate percentage of the crude oil 
production of the United States and with 
at least 125 rival refineries in existence, 
it is an absurdity to call it a monopoly. 
For the last quarter of a century more 
than 60 per cent of its output has been 
shipped to foreign countries. In creating

But 
I cannot sliare their belief, and they talk, 
in this strain because if the city is not 
rebuilt they will be broke. 


"There are any number of people there 


who would like to get away, but circum- 
stances prevent. 


EXPECT ANOTHER QUAKE. 


There was a rumor that would not 


down that another violent earthquake 
would occur tomorrow, which is just one 
month after the big trembler that start- 
ed the terrible fire. It is remarkable 
liow much credence is given this rumor 
by the terror-stricken population there. 
After the savings banks open on May 
28 there will be another large exodus 
east. 


FEAR INCREASE OF CRIME. 


"I had talks with some of the police 


officials before loaving. They fear that 
there will be-a large increase in. crime— 
hold-ups, burglaries and murders. The

LOOK FOR COMPROMISE. ' 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 17.—Public 


opinion is greatly excited as to how the 
emperor and the government will meet 
the defiant attitude of the lower house 
of parliament. 


Many Constitutional Democrats are 


not yet convinced that the government 
will seek a compromise. They seek indi- 
cations that the bureaucracy is prepar- 
ing for a desperate fight. The Reich, 
their organ, still considers it possible 
that an attempt may be made to dis- 
perse parliament and also prints a ru- 
mor that Count Witte is trying to bring 
about a. coup d'etat which would result 
in his being appointed a dictator backed 
by the council oi: the empire. 


The Novoe Vremya thinks the Consti- 


tutional Democrats are going mad and 
are playing into the hands of the Social 
Democrats. "The Constitutional "Demo- 
crats," the paper says, "are digging their 
own grave in paving the way to a dista- 
torship of the proletariat." 


RADICALS BiREAK AWAY. 


As a matter of fact the Constitution- 


al Democrats are unable any longer to 
hold the extreme radicals in parliament 
who are breaking away, forming about 
the Social Democrat workmen group and 
establishing a distinct party of the ex- 
treme left which wants not parlimentar- 
ism but a revolution.

ish delegates are flirting with this group 
on the basis of complete autonomy for 
Poland. In other words the situation, in 
both parliament and the government is 
growing more complicated and more cha- 
otic and the greatest anxiety prevails- as 
to what the immediate future may bring 
forth.

The scheme most favored by the bur- 


eaucracy is to allow parliament to for- 
mulate its demands and ventilate its 
grievances for two months and then dis- 
solve parliament. Notwithstanding this 
reactionary talk the far-sighted realize 
that such a step in view of the great agi- 
tation in £he country would be fatal anc 
that the government's only chance is to 
compromise with, parliament. This cer- 
tainly is the emperor's present inten 
tion. The cabinet, however, made a bat 
start in this direction. Had its members 
immediately begun participating in the 
debate and manifested a disposition to 
meet parliament in a conciliatory spiri' 
they might already be on the road to-a 
rapproachment. 


As soon as the reply to the speech from 


the throne is adopted by the lower house 
of parliament the leaders of the Consti 
tutional Democrats will introduce a bil 
providing for the establishment of civi 
liberties and demand its immediate con 
sidcration.
